IETING and exercise are not 
the only ways of controlling 
your figure, although we'll grant 
that they are pretty essential 
when you are overweight. Learn 
to carry yourself well—in other 
words cultivate good posture — 
and you will look inches taller 
and much more shapely and 
slender, even though you do have 
a few extra pounds to worry you. 
One of the first steps to good 
posture is to learn to breathe 
correctly and to eontrol the di- 
aphram. You shouldn’t breathe 
with your stomach, but with your 
lungs. Stand up, with your chest 
high, your shoulders back and 
down, arms at your side and your 
feet together with the weight on 
the broadest part. Keep the back 
as straight and as flat as you 
can and then stretch it upward 
as tall as possible. 

Do this stretching movement 
many times during the day, when 
you are sitting or standing. When

With the body held in the 
proper position breathing should 
be a natural, easy process.

Feel the chest ‘ill 
with air; feel it press against ine 
ribs, low down at first and then 
mounting until it actaully forces 
the tops of your shoulders back- 
ward. Exhale just as_ slowly, 
counting rhythmically as you in- 
hale and exhale. 

When good posture and deep 
breathing become unconscious 
and easy you will find that many 
of the little pads of unneeca:d 
fat around your shoulders, neck 
and waistline have disappeared. 

Walking helps good posture 
and good posture gives you a 
graceful walk. Keep your spine, 
shoulders and chest in their 
proper position, then think of 
the hips. Swing the entire fcot 
and leg from the hip when vou 
take a step, and keep your steps 
long, smooth and gliding. Your 
body seems to take on a new 
buoyancy and you will be proud 
of your figure.

Calories Set 
The Amount 
We Can Eat 


By JUDITH WILSON 


HE FAD for dieting is one 

that has caused increasing 
alarm among physicians during 
the last few years. While few 
persons are immune from excess 
poundage at one time or an- 
other, women and young girls 
most frequently suffer from the 
ill effects of drastic reducing 
measures. 

Doctors tell us that normal] fat 
deposits help to support the del- 
icate internal organs and that a 
well-fed body is the best protec- 
tion against tuberculosis which 
so often attacks young girls and 
boys. They also tell us that in 
nearly ninety per cent of the 
cases of overweight there is but 
one way to reduce—by cutting 
down on the number of calories 
of food you consume daily. 

Every pound of excess weight 
represents nearly 4,000 calories 
of food that your body didn’t 
need to keep itself in good 
condition, Your problem 
then is to eat fewer calories 
than your body requires so it 
will have to call on its store of 
fat for the difference. You 
should not try to lose more than 
two pounds a week.

Foods vary greatly in their 
caloric value, but it is really in- 
correct to call one food fatten- 
ing and say that another is not. 
Yau could grow fat on spinach 
if you ate enough of it. It is 
the total number of calories of 
food that you eat in a day that 
makes your figure shapely or fat 
and flabby. 

The _ well-balanced reducing 
menu introduces a large variety 
of foods, but small servings of 
high-calorie foods and _ large 
servings of low-calorie foods like 
fresh fruits, greens and veg- 
etables. You do not need to re- 
member a lot of things about 
the number of calories in this 
or that food. Just remember 
that foods that are oily, starchy 
or sweet are rich in calories. 
These include sugar, candies, 
ryich salad dressings, sauces and 
gravies, pies, cakes, pork or 
other fat meat, and fat fish like 
tuna. Chocolate, nuts, butter, 
cream, bread, fried fruits and 
thickened cream soups also be- 
Icne to this group of foods of 
which you should eat sparingly. 

Nearly all fresh vegetables and 
fruits ‘(with the exception of 
bananas) belong to the low-cal- 
crie group. In this list belong 
ergs, Skimmed milk or butter- 
milk, , cottage cheese, clear soups, 
Ican meats and seafood. These 
foods are rich in the proteins, 
minerals and vitamine that are 
essential to good health, and 
this group should bé called upon 
frequently in planning. 

As you will see by today’s me- 
nus. the reducing diet needn't 


be limited or unattractive. You 
can plan any number of attrac- 
tive menus. Here is a day of 
sample menus to guide you:
